Former Wal- 
deck-Rousseau died at 2:45 o'clock this after- | 
noon at his country residence at Corbeil, 
eighteen miles from Paris, from the effects 
of an operation which his medical attend- 
ants deemed to be a final necessity, the liver 
having eeased to perform its functions. A 
similar operation, which was performed in 
Paris some months ago, proved only partly 
successful, 

M. ‘Waldeck-Rousseau, long one of the 
leading men in French political life, gave his 
country his most distinguished service when 
on June 22, 1899, he assumed control of the | 

government at a time when the intrigues of 
the royalists and the army threatened to 
overthrow the republic. 

The Dreyfus agitation was at its height, and 
a firm, careful hand was needed to control 
the ministry, Waldeck- Rousseau formed a 
coalition between the moderates and social- 
ists. He reassured the people by calling M. 
Millerand, the socialist, into the cabinet, and 
he satisfied the aristocrats and the army by 
making the marquis de Gallifet — of 
war. 

With a ethene majority in parliament be- 
hind him, and with all classes with him, 
Waldeck-Rousseau carried France safely 
through the Dreyfus crisis, purged the army 
of its malcontents, banished such seditious 
leaders as Paul Deroulede, broke up the so- 
called patriotic clubs which really disguised 
royalist intrigues, and restored reason and 
common sense, to the governmental affairs 
nt the republic. 

It was Waldeck - Rousseau who inaugurated 
the campaign against the unauthorized and 
egal religious congregations and orders in 
France—a campaign which his successor, 
Premier Combes, has rigorously pursued. 

Waldeck-Rousseau's ministry endured.

there is more of that caution, that determi- 
nation to take no chances, and that rigid 
discipline which characterize the managers 
of foreign roads. | 
JUDGE PARKER ACCEPTS. 

It has been imagined that when the dem- 
ocratic nominee broke his long silence he 
would express himself forcibly on the issues 
of the campaign. But he has not done 80. 
His speech is cautious throughout—in 
places vague. It is hard to tell from some 
passages just what Judge Parker means. 

True, the candidate is clear on one mat: 
ter. He believes in the gold standard. He 
also speaks emphatically in favor of the law, 
of proper administration, of Jeffersonian | 
principles, of economy, of the rights of 
property, of “ conservative instead of rash ” 

action, of the methods of the founders of the 
republic, and of life, liberty, and the e 
of happiness. 

But on modern questions Judge Parker 6 
not so specific. On the matter of capital and 
labor, for instance, he is undoubtedly eva- 
sive. He does not say, as President Roose- 
velt did in his Speech of acceptance, that 
organized labor is the corollary of organ- 
ized capital, both being the outcome of our 
present industrial system. 'The democratic 
candidate makes no reference whatever to 
organized labor. He does seem, however, 


to declare himself in favor of the open * 
at all times and in all places. 


On the tariff Judge Parker also leaves 
his hearers in the dark. He says the pres- 
ent tariff schedule is excessive; that it fos- 
ters the trusts. But also that “ the demo- 
erats cannot hope to secure the majority in 
the senate during the next four years,” and 
hence will “ be unable to secure any mod- 
ification in the tariff save that to which the 
republican majority in the senate may con- 
sent.” In a word, the judge passes out a 
kind word to those who believe in the tariff, 
for revenue only, but assures the protected 
industries that they need have no fear of a 
tariff reduction in case he is elected. This 
is, we believe, one of the most unique po- 
sitions ever occupied by a presidential can- 
didate on the chief question dividing the 
parties. 

There are in this country a great many 
people who favor reciprocity treaties of the 
kind suggested by Mr. Blaine and President 
McKinley. President Roosevelt has an- 
nounced himself in favor of such reciprocity 


treaties as will not injure American indus- 
tries. Indeed, the president by his unin- 


termitted perseverance induced the senate 


to pass the Cuban reciprocity treaty. What 


does Judge Parker say on reciprocity? Not, 
a solitary word. 

Judge Parker says that the common 1 
affords an adequate remedy for the evils in 
the trust system, and that no further trust 


legislation is needed. With all due respect 
to common law, it is an antiquated weapon 


to deal with modern trusts. The common 
Jaw aims at entirely. preventing combina- 
tions or monopolies. The irresistible, eco- 
nomic tendency of the age brings about 
combinations of capital. It being impossi- 
ble to prevent combinations of capital, the 
attempt should be made to keep these com- 
binations under control. The first step in 
this direction is toward publicity. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has already taken this step, 
but seemingly Judge Parker disapproves of 
his having done so. 

The trusts would rather take ten doses 
of common law than one dose of publicity. 
Certainly publicity would do a great deal 
more to prevent the evils in trusts, such as 
watered stock, differential rates from yail- 
roads, secret rebates, etc., than the common 
law could possibly do. 

Touching on our foreign relations, Judge 
Parker says we have been a world power 
ever since the revolution, and that there- 
fore no responsibility dissimilar to those of 
the past now confronts the nation. It is 
. disingenuous to say that we have always 
been a world power. We did not become 
a world power, in the generally accepted 
ning of that term, until the Spanish war 
vealed us to the world and to ourselves. 
We then incurred new responsibilities, new | 
‘duties, new relations. Responsibilities 
which we cannot escape, try we ever so hard. 
Duties Which we cannot shirk. We are in 
the family of nations now and must remain 
there. Nejther tears nor prayers can per- 
suade time to turn backward in its flight. 

The New York jurist asseverates witb 
‘what appears, by comparison, to be consid- 
erable emphasis that we must not have a 
great standing army. There is probably 

nobody holding an official position in the 
country who either secretly or openly is 
planning or hoping for a large standing 
army. There are, on the contrary, a good 
many Americans who think that we should 
have a strong navy. That is the live ques- 
tion. What does Judge Parker say about 
it? Not a solitary word. 

An administration elected on the St. Louie 


platform could not have a potent voice in the | 
councils of the world in. behalf of the open | 


door in China. Therefore Tun Trrsunn 
has constantly’ urged Judge Parker to 
strengthen the 
convention in regard to this vital matter. 
is worth millions of dollars of trade a year 
to us now, and will be worth hundreds of 
millions of dollars in the near future, that 
the door to the Chinese trade should be 
kept open to our commerce. What does 
Judge Parker sfiy in his speech of accept- 
ance upon this question which, after the 
Monroe doctrine, is the most vital feature 
of our foreign policy? Not a solitary word. 

Finally, the Philippines. It might rea- 
sonably have been expected that the can- 
didate would be a little definite here, because 
the democratic party inciudes all the New 
York and New England “ anti-imperialists,” 
except Senator Hoar....But such an expec- 


tation were a disappointment. After ex- 


patiating on the rights of men, the judge 
said that we have a responsibility in the 


Philippines which we can best subserve not 


by giving the islanders their liberty but by 


} assuring them that self-government will 


come to them as soon as they are reasonably 
prepared for it. No time is specified. This 
is exactly the same attitude taken by the 
republicans, and it is a wise attitude. But 
there is no difference between the Philippine , 
policies of the two parties. which can * de-

The papers in these volumes are neither 
criticisms nor reviews; they are not didactic; 
and, best of all, there is none of that dull 
heaviness common to books about books. 
Written during the intervals of routine 
labors, the essays are presented just as they 
came from the pen of Mr. Crawford, al- 
though it had been his intention to revise 
and polish them for book publication. But 
there was little, if any, need for revision. 
They are written in an easy, genial style; 
the name Chats is no misnomer, for they 
are the kindly talk of a learned old friend, 
who was never so happy as when discoursing 
upon the joys of good reading and the pleas- 
ures of friendship with men long since crum- 
bled into dust. They are crammed with in- 
formation, chock full of story and anecdote, 
and replete with side lights upon the char- 
acter and works of 8 g new and old. 


The range of ann WS Like 
all other true bibliophiles, he had his fa vor- 
ites; but these were legion. His most pro- 
nounced preference was for the wits of 
Queen Anne’s reign and the poets and writ- 
ers of the late eighteenth century. Not 
one of the great Englishmen whose works 
we consider classic has been neglected, but 
we have much of these men. It is in his 
papers on the more obscure scribblers that 
the charm of Mr. Crawford's work is mani- 
fest. There were Maginn, Thackeray’s liter- 
ary father; Beckford, who wrote that curio, 
“ Vathek ; Sir John Bowring; the poets 
laureate, Nicholas Rowe, first editor of 
Shakspeare, and Colley Cibber, comedian, 
whose: odes were absolute doggerel; Mack- 
worth Praed and Henry Luttrell, and nearly 
a score of others whose names are unfa- 
miliar to the ordinary reader. He loved 
Borrow, the gypsy; he found it easy to gloss 
over the coarseness of Fielding and to con- 
done the buffooneries of Theodore Hook: and 
he accords to Richardson, the vain little 
printer, adored of sentimental females, the 
position due him as the father of the Eng- 
lish novel. 


Himself tne kindliest and most sym- 
pathetic of critics, ever on the alert to sug- 
gest the best means of improvement, Mr. 
Crawford writes delightfully of the slashing 
reviewers of a century ago. The papers on 
the Edinburg and Quarterly Reviews and 
their editors, on Francis Jeffrey, Sydney 
Smith, John Wilson Croker, John Gibson 
Lockhart, William Gifford, and Prof. John 
Wilson are among the best in the bock. 
Even the unsympathetic could find it easy 
to score these merciless slaters and de- 
stroyers of literary reputations, but he gave 
them their proper estimate of worth, and 
passes them with scarce a word of censure. 
Even when writing of that most sarcastic 
person, Dean Swift, he is patient and 
‘tolerant.

MEETS FAVOR OF

An unusual proceeding in strike ‘troubles 
and one which has called forth much com- 
mendation, was the decision of the stock- 
yards labor leaders not to pay benefits in 

cash, but to use the funds for the purchase 
and distribution of food and the necessaries | 
of life for the families involved. It was re- 
ported yesterday that the result has been 
8 improved conditions in the homes 
and a heavy falling off in the patronage of 
the saloons. 

As a rule, labor organizations that 
strikers shall receive from §6 to $8 a week 
each in cash as a benefit while they are de- 
prived of the income which they. would have 
received for their work. It is said that in 
many cases much of this has gone to saloons 
and needy N have suffered as a conse- 
quence. 


To avoid a repetition of this experi 


in other trades and to conserve their re- 


sources as much as possible it was agreed 
upon by the leaders of the butcher work- 
men to look first to the actual needs of the 
homes. Practically the only money given 
out has been for the payment ofrent. The 
plan has been unpopular with the saloon- 
keepers, but has made the members of the 
strikers’ families more loyal to the cause. 
Many instances are told of want and desti- 
tution which have been relieved. They 
reflect the conditions in the homes of the 
st trict. 

The commissary department for the as- 
sistance of those needing food is said to 
have been put on a systematic basis by 
which all are well supplied. It is declared 
that no one affected by the strike need go - 
hungry. Depots have been established at 
Thirty-fifth street and Ashland avenue, 
Forty-seventh street and Gross avenue, and 
Forty-seventh street, near Halsted. From 
these points baskets are filled for all who 
have properly accredited cards. Flour, 
sugar, rice, potatoes, coffee, and other staple 
articies are furnished. As the strikers have 
been paying dues into the union treasury dur- 
ing their membership it is considered a 
business. transaction to claim supplies and 
is not 9 upon in the light of charity.
